New York, “Jan. 17.—The following 
statement was issued by the New York 
Tribune tonight: 

“At 11:30 a. m. Friday, Jan. 17, 
the New York Tribune issued a state- 
ment denying that it'had ever received 
from Paris or had ever printed in its 
columns a statement remotely resem- 
bling that which was referred to by 
Premier Clemenceau in the chamber of 
deputies. At 2:20 p. m. there was re- 
eeived in the Tribune office what ap- 
pears to be the message in question.” 

The statement quotes the message 
which is in part as follows: 

PARIS, Jan. ...—Among the many sensa 
tiohal rumors habitually afloat in the cham- 
ber of deputies there has been one to the 
effect that President Wilson has threatened 
to withdraw American troops from Burope 
if certain of his ideas are not followed by the 
Peace conference.

I 
say this despite the flood of hot air that 
well nigh overwhelmed President Wil- 
son in France and Italy. As soon as

Wants Railroad Control 
“Some western people hold the view 
that it would be of great benefit to 
China if the railroads, present and 
praspective, could be internationalized 
until such a time as China could take 
full control of all leased zones and 
concessions, likewise internationalized 
as a temporary measure. 

“From the point of view of China, 
however, a very different policy re- 
ceives general indorsement—namely, 
that with the view of preserving her 
territorial integrity all railroads, leased 
zones, and concessions should revert 
to her absolutely, complete control and 
internationalization being unthought 
of. However, this matter obviously de- 
pends upon our national strength and 
the stand of the people, and not upon 
empty words. 

“It is China’s heartfeit desire that, 
in consequence of the development of 
commerce and industry, her relation- 
ship with other nations will become 
closer and more friendly, certainly not 
that her sovereign rights should suffer 
from such developments. It is hoped 
that the friendly powers will under- 
stand this desire and will work to- 
wards its fulfillment.”

Dr. Hill spoke at the annual meeting 
of the New York State Bar association, 
at which Charles H. Hughes, its presi- 
dent, voiced the opinion that A eri- 
ca’s role in international affairs, her 
part in freeing humanity from the 
curse of war and laying the foundation 
for better international order, do not 
call for any abridgement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine or any. subordination of 
national interests.

FRENCH DEPUTIES 
WEARS NOCIGAR 


Opening of Gallic As- 
sembly Pictured 
by Writer.

PARIS, Jan. 17.—The only thing that 
made one think of America in the 
opening session of the chamber of 
deputies this week was the Joe Cannon 
of France, presiding, because he has 
been a member over thirty years. 

But there comparison almost ends, 
because M. Jules Siegfried, though a 
deputy from Harve, is a wealthy resi- 
dent of Paris and there was no sugges- 
tion of Joe’s well known cigar. In- 
stead, M. Siegfried was dressed in what 
we call evening dress, but which is 
highly correct for the important role 
he was playing. So his expanse of 
white shirt front gleamed as he made 
the opening speech, while the business 
of the session: was going on—that of 
}choosing a real president, M. Paul 
Deschanel, and other officers. 


Different from Ours. 

Americans who have visited our own 
capitol in Washington would find the 
home of France’s house of representa- 
tives quite different. There are 606 
deputies, all seated in semicircle, which 
rises like an amphitheater, topped by 
two galleries for visitors, to which 
the public—including Americans—are 
freely admitted, mere identification 
papers being necessary. 

No women are about. But just as if 
even lawmakers could not get along 
without what they call woman's in- 
direct influence in France, there are 
handsome Greek statues and big Gobe- 
lin tapestry and a frieze of Greek 
women. Justice, also personified by 
Woman, holds her scales in the most 
prominent place of all.

HEARST 
LOUD PROTEST 
MEETING 


Citizens’ Body Opposes 
Him as Official Wel- 
come Troops. 


LOST IS FOUND 


Chorus Girl Who Vanished to 
“End It All” Reappears. 


New York, Jan. 17.—[By Associated 
Press.]—Intermittent uproar marked a 
massmeeting held at Madison Square 
garden tonight by the independent cit- 
izens’ committee organized to welcome 
homecoming troops, as a_ protest 
against the appointment by Mayor Hy- 


lan of William Randolph Hearst as 
chairman of a committee named for the 
same purpose. 

More than a score of persons were 
ejected from the hall after they had 
Started disturbances by calling at the 
top of their voices for cheers for 
Hearst or Hylan. A few of them were 
soldiers and sailors. After each of 
these incidents there were counter dem- 
onstrations, although a majority of 
those in the building apparently were 
ardently in sympathy with the pur- 
poses of the new committee. 


“Group of Hired men.” 


James M. Beck, who was continual- 
ly interrupted by cries of “ Hurrah for 
Hearst,” characterized the disturbers 
as “a group of hired men” whom he 
considered “but bubbles floating upon 
the surface.” 

Every speaker at the meeting voiced 
his antagonism to Mr. Hearst, calling 
the publisher by name or referring 
to him in thinly veiled phrases. 

“ We propose to form a committee of 
welcome free from any Teutonic taint,” 
declared Dr. Hibben in his opening 
dress. “The welcome which this city 
and nation shall extend to our sol- 
diers must be in the hands of citizens 
whose names and rec through the 
war have been without reproach and 
without suspicion.” 


Stigma on Our City. 

Dr. Manning characterized Mr. 
Hearst’s appointment by the mayor 
as a “ stigma on our city ” and asserted 
that “a great wrong” had been done 
to the city and to the returning troops 
by the appointment. ; 

One state, South Dakota, he declared, 
had asked congress to send its troops 
home through some other port “ be- 
cause of the kind of welcome that 
has been arranged for them here.” 
Other states, he said, were about to 
take similar action. 

Men and women leaped on chairs, 
either to shout protest or encourage- 
ment to the officers, or to have a better 
view of what was happening. There 
was no lack of noise, but few actual 
physical encounters.

THE BREAD LINE MENACE. 

The necessity for immediate action on all recon- 
struction plans is vividly illustrated by the predic- 
tion of Mr. Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor. Mr. Morrison told the house 
immigration committee there would be bread lines 
in every important industrial center by May .1. 
Bven allowing for possible exaggeration, we prob- 
ably shall not be wrong in assuming thet an un- 
employment crisis will occur during the early sum- 
mer. Mr. Morrison ought te be as close to the 
sources of information as any one. — 

In this connection {ft may be recalled that Prof. 
Harold G. Moulton of the University of Chicago 
estirmates some 6,000,000 workers will seek employ- 
ment in this country during the next twelve 
months. A fair percentage of these workers will, 
of course, find new employment without muoh dtffi- 
culty. The resumption and expansion of various 
industries, especially those tn the so-called “ non- 
essential” category, will materially relieve the; 
labor situation. But there will still remain a large 
number of men who cannot be immediately ab- 
sorbed, to the technical work, by private industry. 

Mr. Morrison ¢stimated there would be 75,000 
unemployed in Chicago. This is by far the largest 
number listed for any city in the United States, 
the next in order being Cleveland with 40,000, and 
New York, New Orléans, and Boston with 20,000 
each. 

If these figures are even approximately reliable, 
it appears that here in Chicago we shall have a 
greater problem than anywhere else fn the country. 
The city will look to private employers to do as 
much as they can, but the most logical source of 
relief lies in pushing the reconstruction program 
of the Chicago plan commission to thé utmost of 
our ability. We must make a start on every public 
improvement where conditions permit some begin- 
ning to be made. And in considering these condi- 
tions we should not bé hindered by obstacles which 
can be overcome by determined effort. 

Thus far the public authorittes havé hardly done 
more than follow the routine procedure with re- 
spect to the various projects: outlined by thé com- 
mission. It is time that we dispensed with routine. 
The imperative need is for action. Otherwise we 
shall find ourselves entirely unprépared for the 
emergency that seems bound to come. 


P TRACTION FARES.

PRICE MAY DROP 
AS U.S.LIFTS 
SOFT COAL BARS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—Fuel 
administration officials expect a de- 
crease in the price of bituminous coal 
and coke to result from an order to- 
day discontinuing maximum prices on 
these commodities and eliminating the 
zone system of their distribution. The 
order is effective Feb. 1, but does not 
affect anthracite coal. 

The existing maximum prices, to be 
eliminated after Feb. 1, range from 
$2.35 a ton to $4.95 a ton. 

There is sufficient bituminous coal 
and coke on hand for the season, even 
if a period of severe weather should 
follow the present mild weather, Fuel 
Administrator Garfield said. 

The fuel administration today also 
announced the lifting of regulations 
which restricted the distribution of 
biturninous coal by way of the docks 
on Lake Michigan. 


House Votes to Abolish 
Subtreasury at Chicago 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—The 
house today adopted a provision of the 
legislative appropriation bill directing 
the secretary of the treasury to abolish 
on July 1 next the subtreasuries at 
Baltimore, Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans, New York, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, and San Francisco. 

Similar action by the house a year 
ago was killed by the senate. House 
supporters of the plan, during the de- 
bate today, asserted the subtreasuries 
were “useless relics” that cost the 
government $5,000,000 a year. 

Opponents, however, contended that 
the institutions performed a useful 
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mayor in the April election. He fol- 
lowed this promise with a speech last 
/night in the Ninth ward, in which he 
Charged a secret combination between 
the regular Democratic organization 
and the Thompson forces to elect 
Thompson mayor.

The 
book “ marches,” and hag a certain co- 
herent uncenventionality, without the 
extravagance which mars much be- 
lauded modern work. There is in it an 
essential clarity, a quality which can- 
not be overpraised, or everrecommend- 
ed to young writers. Its originalities 
of form do net jar, at least on me, who 
am perhaps oversensitive in that mat- 
ter. The transiation is exceptionally 
able, and. one would think that but 
little of the atmosphere has leaked 
away. 

The story told, fine and pathetic, is 
common enough in this world of stren- 
uous endeavor, accomplishment, and 
decline.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—{Spe- 
clalj—Prospects of the boxing bill 
introduced this week by Representa- 
tive Cary of Wisconsin are uncertain. 
The probability is that in the rush of 
the closing weeks of the session, which 
a March 4, it will fall by the way- 
side. 


tion at next winter's session. 

There is no line on the sentiment 
of congress on such a measure. Sup- 
port of boxing by government agencies 
in providing recreation for soldiers 
at military camps is the important fac- 
tor which may mean favorable con- 
sideration for the bill. Some of the 
congressmen who might not hate been 
willing to vote for a boxing bill in 
the past, may have changed their at- 
titude in view of the official sanction 
accorded the sport during the war. 

Not Nation-Wide Measure. 

The Cary bill*is in no sense a na- 
tion-wide measure,. merely providing 
legalized boxing for the District of 
Columbia. The bill is modeled after 
the Wisconsin state statute. The box- 
ing commission is to be created by 
the district commissioners. 

An important feature is that it pro- 
vides for a year’s trial, during which 
the boxing is to be conducted only un- 
der the auspices of a single club, li- 
censed by the commission. Entire re- 
sponsibility for the character of the 
sport will rest with this club. If at the 
end of the year the results have been 
satisfactory other clubs will be permit- 
ted to stage the proposed ten round 
bouts. 

Every Possible Safeguard. 

“ The bill throws every possible safe- 

guard around boxing,” said Mr. Cary 
today. “I don’t want boxing commer- 
cialized, and for that reason the bill 
prohibits the entrance of outside pro- 
moters. Members of clubs must have 
resided in the district for at least a 
year. 
“The support of boxing by the army 
has doné much for the sport, and I 
am hopeful of serious consideration of 
the bill.”’ 


CARY BILL INTERESTING. 

The Cary bill, a draft of which has 
just been received by THE TRIBUNE, 
has several interesting clauses. For 
instance, the commission is not to 
grow wealthy, nor is the secretary. 
Read this: 

“Expenses of the members of the 
commission, including the salary of 
the secretary, shall not exceed the sum 
of $3,000 per year. The secretary shall 
hold office during the pleasure of the 
commission and shall give a bond in 
the District of Columbia in the sum of 
$2,000. Such secretary shall receive 
such salary as the commission shall 
fix, not exceeding $1,500 per annum.” 

A shot at betting is taken in the 
foflowing clause: 

“No betting or wagering at any box- 
ing or sparring contests shall be per- 
mitted by any club or organization be- 
fore, after, or during any such contest 
in the building where such contest is 


held.”
